SUBJECT: LOCATION OF PUBLIC FIRE HYDRANTS

Pursuant to the authority granted under Columbus City Codes Section 1101, the Director of the Department of
Public Utilities hereby adopts, establishes and publishes this rule and regulation to be effective at the earliest date allowed
by law.
